Guarantee of the durability of each pave- 
ment laid is backed by the bond of an ac- 
credited surety company. A number of pav- 
ing contractors, who refuse to allow their 
names to be made public, contend that, as 
the city passes on and accepts material 
that goes into each street, a court of law 
would not hold the guarantee binding if a 
legal fight were made. They further affirm 
that many companies will go out of busi- 
ness before the guarantee limit expires, and 
that responsibility of the surety company 
will not be binding. 

“If the ‘repair’ clause were rigidly en- 
forced,"’ sald the head of one company. 
would require nearly all the working funds 
of many companies to perform this repair 
work alone.

Official Dispatch from Lord Roberts 
Shows That Hutton’s Troops Have 
Crossed the Frontier, While Ham- 
ilton’s Were Ready to Cross—Maxin 
Column Only a Few Miles ftom the 
Crossing at Viljoen’s Drift—May Be 
in Johannesburg in Four Days. | 


LONDON, May 26.—British ‘troops have 
crossed the Vaal River; but beyond an- 
nouncing the bare fact Lord Roberts is 
keeping his movements carefully concealed, 
not only from the public, but from the War 
office itself. | 


The first crossing of the Vaal River was: 


made by General Hutton's mounted infan- 
try at Parys, a point northeast of Lord 
Roberts’ headquarters at Wolve Hoek, and 
the crossing was effected on Thursday. Yet 
Lord Roberts sent no word of the movement 
until this afternoon, when the War office re- 
ceived the following, dated at Wolve Hoek: 
An advanced portion of this force crossed 
the Vaal River on the Queen’s birthday 
near Parys. Hamilton's column is at Bosch- 
bank. Our scouts are now at Viljoen’s 
Drift, on the frontier north of Wolve Hoek. 
The local mines are uninjured and. work is 
going on as usual. There is no enemy this 
side of the river.” 


To Cross in Three Places. 


Wolve Hoek is the station at the junction 


of the main line of the railroad running from 
Bloemfontein to Pretoria, and the branch 
line to Heilbron, and is about fifteen miles 


— 


After occupying Rhenoster he 


pushed his left wing at oncé toward Parys, 
where the Vaal River was crossed on Thurs- 
day. The whole army seems to have changed 
its direction to the left, as General Hamil- 
ton’s original right wing was today at Bosch- 
bank, half way from Parys to the railvay 
bridge at Viljeen’s Drift, which is being 
watched by Roberts’ scouts. : 
“General Hamilton probably crossed the 
Vaal today, assisted, if necessary, by a 
march up the river of the force that crossed 
at Parys. The whole force probably will be 
across the Vaal by Sunday afternoon. Jo- 
hannesburg then will be two marches dis- 
tant. 
“I suppose that Lord Roberts will push on 
General Hamilton and perhaps General 
French to turn the Boers, while Generals 
Tucker and Pole-Carew will attack in front. 


To Cut Off Boer Army. 

“The Boers, as usual, must either be en- 
veloped or g0. Special exertions will be 
made to cut off their retreat, as Lord Rob- 
erts is now determined to capture them, if 
possible. He relies fully on Ian Hamilton. 
whose combination of fire and prudence justi- 
fles every confidence. ‘ 

It the Boers escape toward Pretoria, Rob- 
érts will likely follow swiftly and be at Pre- 
toria in less than a week. 

“The Boers say they have retaken Hell- 
bron. General Roberts will negiect that, but 
will guard his railway, which 1 think he will 
not wait to repair before going to Pretoria. 

General Buller, at Laing’s Nek, is eight 
or nine marches from Johannesburg, suppos- 
ing that the road is clear. Roberts’ ad- 
vance must make the Boers at Volksrust un- 
easy and so will facilitate Buller's advance. 

General Hunter, when at Mafeking, will 
be eleven marches from Pretoria, and it is 
impracticable, therefore, for the Boers to 
make any serious resistance at Pretoria, 
where to wait would mean to be hemmed in

Captain Streeter Defies All Local Tribu- 
nals and Says Invading Police- 
men Should Be Shot. 


Captain George Wellington Streeter spent 
the greater part of the.evening in discussing 
the action of the police with C. L. Cassidy. 
a lawyer, with offices in the Chamber of 
Commerce. Captain Streeter says that act- 


ing on legal advice given him, he will bring 


the whole matter to the attention of the 
United States District Court on Monday. 
When asked to give an.opinion on the ac- 
tion of the police he said: ’ 

“It is an outrage on humanity. Nothing 


city a lesson, however, and if some of them 
are not sent to the penitentiary for ten or 
twelve years you may kick me out of the 
State of Illinois. They have exceeded their 
authority, and they have got to deal with 
Uncle Sam now. They ought to be shot. 

“ While I had nothing to do with the seiz- 
ing of the property today, I am going to 
protect the men who have bought property 
from me, and who are trying to possess 
themselves of it. We will not allow the 
State of Illinois or the City of Chicago to 
have anything to do with us. We won't 
recognize the jurisdiction of their courts, 
and we can’t be made to appear before them. 

„A case exactly similar to the one that 
concerns Niles and the men with him came 


up in the United States court some time ago. 


Lawyers and would-be property-grabbers 
sought to evict some men who had property 
in the State of New York, near the St. Law- 
rence River. In the fight that ensued a man 
was killed. The matter was brought before 
the courts, and an appeal taken to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. Asa re- 
sult, the men concerned in the attempt to 
evict were sent to the penitentiary for twelve 


ears. 
. When Captain Streeter was advised by his 
attorney and his wife to counsel all the men 
who had bought property from him to be 
peaceable, he said: 

„'m peaceable, and won't fight with any 
one unless I’m jumped on. Then I'll fight 
like a bull dog.” 

„% Well, we don’t want any of this bull dog 
fighting,” said Mrs. Streeter. “ You just 
want to use lawful means.” 

While the State of Illinois, the County of 
Cook, and the City of Chicago were mar- 
shaling their forces, both military and 
naval, in the vicinity of the District of 
Lake Michigan,“ Captain Streeter, Attorney 
Coburn, and Mrs. Streeter were holding a 
conference in the rooms occupied by the 
Captain on the parlor floor of the Tremont 
House. : 

The Captain left his room early in the 
morning, returning at 3 p. m. He declared 
that he bad nothing to do with the raid, and 
that Niles and the men with them acted én- 
tirely on their own responsibility. 

„The men with Niles are all soldiers of 
the United States,“ he said, and have been 
mustered into the service by myself, acting 
in my capacity as a federal office-holder.”’ 


REUBEN MANLEY HIT BY BULLET

Reuben Manley was standing beside his 
bicycle at the foot of Chicago avenue, hav- 
ing stopped to see what the trouble was on 
the lake front. A spent ball, Supposed to 
have been fired from Judge Niles’ rifie, 
struck him in the right knee, just below the 
kneecap. The bullet is thought to have 
struck a buggy wheel and then glanced off 
before hitting him. He reeled and leaned 
heavily on his wheel, and his cry, “I am 
shot,” brought bystanders to his assist- 
ance. He was carried into a drug store, 
where his wound was dressed, and he was

John V. Farwell Recites History of 
Streeter Claim—N. K. Fairbank 
Calls It a Comedy.

[LENSES SET FOR ECLIPSE. 


OBSERVERS ALONG STRIP OF TOTAL- 
ITY WAIT FOR TOM oRROW. 


Wadesboro, N. O., Made for the Time a 
“Center of Astronomical Interest 
Three Acres Gecupied by Huge Sky 
Searching Instruments—Expecta- 
tions of Astronomers Rua High— 
Scientists from All Over the World 
Assemble—How It May Be Seen Here. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. 

Wadesboro, N. C., May 26.—[Special.]—For 
ninety-two seconds on Monday morning 
Wadesboro, N. C., between the Atlantic 
and the Blue Ridge and Great Smoky Moun- 
tains, will be the astronomical center of the 
world as a point in the path of totality in 
the eclipse of the sun. It has been filled 


by astronomers. _ 

Apparatus from the Yerkes observatory at 
Willams Bay, Wis., the Smithsonian at 
Washington, from Princeton, and à num- 
ber of Southern schools occupies a‘ three- 
acre lot. Astronomers, including the most 


famous in America, are present from Mas- 
sachusetts, Illinois, New York, from All 
points of the South, from the far West, and 
from Great Britain, Holland, and other 
countries of Europe. : 

A week ago Wadesboro was in the post- 
office guide as Wadesboro, N. C., county 
seat of Anson County; population, 2,183, 
etc. Now, because for ninety-two seconds 
on Monday morning the total eclipse will 
be visible in Wadesboro, the town has be- 
come world famous.

„Must Work with Speed. 
There are misgivings among the astron- 
omers that a mistake has been made in col- 
onizing at one place. If the ninety-two seconds 
Monday morning are of rainy or even cloudy 
weather at Wadesboro, labor is lost for all 
of them. If they had been scattered along 
the path of totality some might have been 
successful. Preparations at Wadesboro are 
just reaching completion after three weeks 
of work. Apparatus has been carried by 
freight from the observatories and set up 
in the open. The final labor has been the ad- 
Justing of instruments. With a working 
day composed of ninety-two seconds of time, 
saving devices have been made a necessity. 


Devices to Save Work. 


The University. of Chicago astronomers 
have built a slide, running on ball-bearings, 
to carry seven plates, the largest 25 by 30. 
This is operated in the dark-room, and the 
plates will receive the reflected image of the 
sun and its corona through a camera with 
a sixty-foot focus. One exposure will be 
of thirty-two seconds, leaving sixty seconds 
for the remaining six plates. The device 
“has proved a saving of one second on each 
plate, so Professor Hale says it can be done 
leisurely, after all. In addition to the pho- 
tographs smaller cameras will be for 
as many exposures as can be made. 

The Smithsonian astronomers have a sta- 
tionary lens camera, which is built at an 
angle thirty feet in the air, and another 135 
feet long, which is built on the ground, Into 
this the image is reflected by a coelostat, A 
clock device on the coelostat for the Yerkes 
and the Smithsonian lens cameras keeps the 
lens set with the sun. ae 

With the Smithsonian apparatus is a 
camera set to discover another planet in the 
eclipse. The great camera of the University 
of Chicago men will photograph a figure of 
the sun seven inches in diameter. One ob- 
ject of the investigation en Monday will be 
to determine the character of the coronal 
radiations, which form one of the beautiful 
manifestations of an eclipse.

Preparations at Other Points. 

Atlanta, Ga., May gov- 
ernment scientists have completed their prep- 
aration; for observing the solar eclipse and 
students and professors from Wadesboro, 
many of the great colleges and seats of 
learning in the world are scattered through 
the fifty-mile strip in this State through 
which the eclipse will be total, ali anxiously 
awaiting the moment when the moon will 
begin to obscure the light of che eun.

At Griffin.and Barnesville the government 
naval observers have their instruments. This 
work is in charge of r 8. J. Brown, 
astronomical director of the Washington 
Naval Observatory; Professor Milton Upde- 
graft, Professor G. A. Hill, and other gov- 
erpment experts. The Lick observatory 
station is at Thomaston and is in charge of. 
Professor W. W. Campbell, senior observer, 
and Professor C. D. Perrine. r 

At Griffin the eclipse will- be observed 
through two great equatorial telescopes, for 
| observing the corona, a large photo-helio- 
| graph with six-inch lens and forty feet focal 
length, immense spectroscopes, and other 
instruments to be used in the work, all of 
which are in first-class condition. A large 
numiber of scientists will assist the gov- 
erumemt Officials in the work and every 
branch of the phenenema will be closely 
studied during the eclipse. All of the sei- 
entists say this region.is admirably suited 
for the work of observation and that they 
expect splendid resuits.

Those who were sitting near then heard 
him try to induce Mr. Arter to leave the plat- 
form. He told Mr. Arter he had better leave 
the platform while there was time, as a 
movement was being made to hiss him down. 
Some one asked that Mr. Arter be ruled off 
che floor. Bishop Vincent refused to do it, 
and Samuel Dickie appealed from the de- 
cision of the chair. The chair was sustained, 
and Mr. Arter went on with his amendment. 
Then another strong voice rose above the 
turbulence demandin€é that Bishop McCabe 
be recalled from the floor. Dr. Buckley 
broke in with a protest that a Bishop had no 
right on the floor of the conference. 

Bishop McCabe rose and tried to defend 
himeelf. The delegates refused to hear him. 

„ came down here simply on a matter of 
private business with Dr, King,” he shouted. 

„ou did not,“ replied Mr. Arter. “ For 
ten minutes you have been trying to get me 
off the platform.” | 

Bishop McCabe turned to the house and 
pleaded with them for a chance to explain. 
„Just one word,“ he said. 

‘No, not one word,” replied Dr. Buckley 
in a tone that could be heard above the storm 
of “Noes.” Get off the floor came from 
every direction, and Bishop McCabe climbed 
over the ralling into the orchestra pit and 
disappeared. 

Mr. Arter then withdrew his amendment, 
but endeavored to answer in doing so a 
charge that he offered it for fraudulent pur- 
poses, He was ruled out of order on this 
point, and ex-Governor Pattison, chairman 
of the Committee on the State of the Church, 
presented the closing argument in favor of 
changing the discipline. 

Bradford B. Raymond, President of the 
Wesleyan University in Connecticut, made 
the most radical speech in favor of the 
change that has been heard. He said: 

„% Let us seek a rational line of action. It 
is a fact to be considered that we are losing 
a large number of young people from our 
best families. This rule cultivates duplici- 
ty. Itundermines genuineness. It is vicious 
from the standpoint of pedagogy, in not fol- 
lowing the order of nature. It is entirely 
unseriptural. The more you educate the 
less you should dictate.” 

The yeas and nays were taken on the mo- 
tion to accept the minority report as a sub- 
stitute. The minority report favors the pres- 
ent rule. This is not the final vote. The ac- 
ceptance of the minority report, which was 
by a vote of 327 to 282, may mean that it will 
be adopted tomorrow by the same narrow 
margin, or enough votes may be won over in 
the meantime to change the majority to the 
other side. The fact that nearly all who 
have been leaders in the conference voted in 
favor of a change is said by some to indicate 
that their influence will be felt between now

ADMIRAL OF SIAM IS HERE. 


Du Plessis de Richelieu on Way to Den- 
mark-—Tells of Navy He 
Commands, 


Rear Admiral A. du Plessis de Richelieu 
of the Royal Siamese navy is at the Auditori- 
um Annex. He arrived from the West yés- 
terday, and is on his way to his former 
home in Denniark. Admiral de Richelieu 
has been connected with the Siamese navy 
for twenty-six years, and left there on his 
recent trip to inspect the construction of 
two cruisers now being built at Hongkong. 

From the figures which Admiral de Riche- 
lieu gives, Siam has a much stronger navy 
than is commonly supposed. 

“We have twenty war vessels, cruisers, 
gunboats, and all,“ he said, and have, in 
addition, many. revenue cutters. Our naval 
force approximates 20,000 men. None of our 
vessels draws over fourteen feet, owing to a 
bar at the mouth of the Bangkok River. 

“Siam is a progressive country, much 
more so than many people imagine. King 
Chulalongkorn is a remarkably intelligent 
and thoroughly educated man. Modern im- 
provements are seen on every hand in the 
way of railroads, electric light plants, and 
factories. The bulk of the machinery we re- 
ceive comes from this country.”

Associated Press. Interest this week has 
centered on the doings of the Reichstag and 
Diet, and Prince Ludwig's speech. The 
Prince Regent's birthday is no longer ob- 
served here by a special dinner, nor is the 
Emperors birthday observed in Munich, 
where it Was even forbidden that the govern- 
ment and other public buildings display the 
German flag on that day. And during the 
Crown Prince's coming of age festivities 
and the presence of the Emperor of Austria 
here neither the Prince Regent of Bavaria 
nor the heir to the throne of that country 
came to Berlin, only an insignificant Prince 
being present. Prince Ludwig's speech cer- 
tainly shows his sentiment is more anti- 
Prussian than ever. Not only the North 
German press sides against the Prince, but 
even a large part of the Bavarian newspa- 
pers and several of the Munich papers 
nearest to the Bavarian court. 

It is learned that the breach was started 
by gosstpers at both courts, who reported un- 
pleasant utterances alleged to have been 
made at Munich about the Emperor and by 
the Emperor about the Prince Regent and 
his family. Next, the canal bill, which the 
Emperor did his best to push through, an- 
gered the Bavarians, including Prince Lud- 
wig, because it was looked on as a further 
attempt to isdlate Bavaria regarding naviga-~ 
tion, especially on the Danube. 

Government Proud of Meat Bill. 

The imperiai government still rejoices at 
the passage of the meat inspection bill, par- 
ticularly because of its demonstrating that 
the extreme Agrarians have no power to 
dominate the Reichstag, as had been feared 
hitherto. The Agrarians loudiy proclaimed 
that the meat bill was to serve as a test of 
‘their relative strength and as a preliminary 
to the struggle to decide the nature of the 
projected commercial treaties. In this sense 
the passage of the meat bill was a defeat of 
the extreme Agrafians. This fact is now 
pointed out by the semil-official press. Dr. 
Miquel's Berliner Politische Nachrichten 
calls this a reason for congratulation.

There are no terminal facilities, since the freight car 
ried, being passengers, is self-loading and self-unloading; there is no need of 
an extended classification of freight, since all freight for the most partis 
of the same sort. The question of rates is one that may be easily and simply 
settled. Moreover, the interests involved in the case of municipal railways 
are restricted to a small locality, and the result of this is that the policies 
ot administration may be easily adjusted.

The competitive system having broken down, the business world stood 
face to face with certain failure, and the trust is the legitimate evolution- 
ary development that has provided the means whereby a few can save 
themselves; these few are no more immoral, no more disreputable, no moré

and in getting into the trusts, in finding a way to escape for themselves 
impending destruction of the competitive system of industry, they prove their 
right to a high place in the estimation of those who still cling to the netion 
that the purpose of life is to seek individual success. And the question 
that now confronts us is: How shall a State combine the preservation of 
democratic equality with the enormous increase of wealth which the im- 
proved methods of production and distribution employed by the trusts has 
made possible?
